Explanation of Effort and Availability of Commercial Equipment

After receiving our SCRP application approval and our funding allocation, we decided 
that before ordering replacement equipment we would need to wait and evaluate all 
options until the FCC released the "Secure and Trusted Communications Networks 
Reimbursement Program FCC Form 5640 Part G and Modifications of FCC Form 5640 
Part C User Guide". We would like to emphasize that due to the oversubscription of 
the SCRP Program, and the resulting funding allocation of 40 percent, we did not wish 
to place any of our funding allocations at risk. After reviewing "FCC Form 5640 Part G 
and Modifications of FCC Form 5640 Part C User Guide", we are looking for clarity on 
this statement, “Recipients are required to remove, replace, and dispose of all covered 
communications equipment and services in their networks as of the submission of the 
application and may not modify their plans to reduce that scope.” Due to a lack of 
funding for the program, we believe there should be some flexibility, and it would be 
too costly to build out to the original scope. Once we receive some guidance, we will 
proceed with ordering equipment from our vendors. To date, we have spoken with our 
vendors, and they will honor our quotes from the application.

Equipment is commercially available although lead times are changing. We have a few 
outstanding questions for SCRPFUNDADMIN, and we will begin ordering after 
reviewing their responses.
